(approximately two hours' playing 
time). 

"In submitting a play, the author 
must guarantee that his play has 
never been produced professionally, 
non-professlonally. or over the ra- 
dio. It shall be entirely original. 

"There are no restrictions con- 
cerning the type of plays submitted, 
whether comedy, tragedy, drama, 
fantasy, farce, folk lore, or mystery, 
the size of the cast, costuming, or 
staging. 

(Note: However, in considering 
plays of equal merit, the one pre- 
sentin gthe least number of pro- 
duction problems shall be favored.) 

"All manuscripts must reach 
Frank Fowler, Director. Guignol 
theatre, Euclid avenue. Lexington. 
Ky.. on or before December 15. 1932, 
and must be accompanied by a] 
sealed envelope containing the au- | 
thor's name, address, and return 
postage. 

"A committee of play readers 
shall Judge all manuscripts, and | 
the final decision shall rest with 
Mr FowVtr."

25— Al- 
though Sewanee lost a heartbreak- 
ing game to South Carolina last 
Saturday, they will arrive In Lex- 
ington prepared to do battle with 
one of the strongest foes to be en- 
countered during the season. 

The defeat of the Tigers by the 
Gamecocks was a bitter pill to 
swallow as Sewanee had led o-O 
until the last three minutes of play 
and had successfully thrown back 
every assault of the heavier Caro- 
lina team. Then the completion 
of a long pass, resulting in a touch- 
down for South Carolina, blasted 
the hopes of the Tigers in ringing 
up their second straight win. 

In regard to the play of the team 
thus far this season Sewanee has 
shown that it possesses a first team 
on a par with the best in the con- 
ference, but whether the reserves 
will stand up under gruelling play 
will determine what sort of showing 
the Tigers will make.

Building Will He Ready For 
Occupancy Within 
Three Weeks 

The announcement that the 
Woman's Club of the university has 
offered to assist in the furnishing 
of the Women's building, formerly 
the home of Prof. W. K. Patterson, 
which will be opened for use in 
about three weeks, was made at a 
committee meeting of the Woman's 
building held last Tuesday. The 
Board of Control of the women's 
residence halls has consented to 
complete the furnishing with furni- 
ture from Smith hall which is not 
in use this year. 

Plans were made by the building 
committee to divide the house into 
two parts. The first floor will be 
devoted to the "common" rooms. 
These Include: the Y. W. C. A. club- 
room: the office of Miss Augusta 
Roberts. Y. W. C A. secretary; a 
lounging room for all women; and 
a kitchenette for the use of the 
town girls at noon and for teas. 

On the second floor of the build- 
ing each woman's organization will 
be assigned a room; it will be neces- 
sary to have three organizations 
share one room, but each will have 
a place for their flies and other 
property. One room will be com- 
pletely furnished with cots for rest- 
ing during the day. 

Next week the building commit- 
tee will make a complete survey 
of the house and determine Just 
what furnishings will be needed 
Faculty members of the committee 
are Mrs. F. L. McVey, Mrs. Way- 
land Rhoads. Mrs. Ralph Maxon. 
Miss Statle Erlckson. Miss Lillian 
Lindenberger. Miss Augusta Rob- 
erts, and Miss Sarah Blanding; 
student members are Misses Lois 
Neal, president of the Women's Ad- 
ministrative council; Hazel Nollau 
and Nell Montgomery. 

This is the first time a project 
of this sort has been undertaken 
by the women of the campus. Oth- 
er larger universities maintain as a 
part of their regular equipment a 
women's building where co-ed or- 
ganizations may meet and plan 
their campus activities. 

Although the plans for a women's 
building were laid only recently the 
occupancy of the structure will be 
a matter of only a few weeks.
